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Attached is a memorandum entitled "Possible Further Action re 
Cafaaa Problem in the CAS.'' The memorandum, from .Mr. Martin 
to secretary Husk, requests approval to initiate consultation with 
CAS countries regarding the desirability of passing two CAS resolu- 
tions against Cuba (e.g. shipping restrictions i denial of overflight 
and landing rights to certain Soviet aircraft). These resolutions 
"represent the probable maximum feasible action by the CAS. . . 
and the reversion of the Cuban problem so the CAS context. " 

Mr. Cottreil tells me that Secretary Husk left this memorandum 
•vitii the President when he visited the President on the weekend of 
January 5-6 and Mr. Cottreil wonders what the President's reaction 
•-vas. Mr. Cottreil is anxious to move ahead quickly ^ith the con- 
sultations. 

As you will note, the memorandum* which Mrs. Lincoln recently 
sent to our office, has no Presidential notations on it. Does this 
mean that the President has no objections to the memorandum ? 
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
